Ullrich won the 20 km race 
with (nnr firing trials In top 
form, clocking 1 hr 07 min 17 sec 
and picking up only penally mi- 
nutes. AUogelher 72 entrants 
from U) countries were taking 
part. 

Vtkloi Semyonov, the lop So- 
viet entrant, finished up in se- 
venth place. Frank Ullrich, 24, 
now holds 11 titles Irom junior 
and senior world championships, 
as well as one gold, two silver 
and one bronze Olympic awards.

R. pole, Chaliman of tbe Se- 
nate Finance Committee, clelmed 
the budget's deficit 0/ 91,500 
million dollars must be reduced 
at all costa, Including at the ex- 
pense of the 263,000 million 
do lar military sllocailons. Re- 
publican Senator D. Durenbur- 
ger suggested scraping nine ml- 
ittaiy programmes over the nexl 
few years. Including the deve* 
lopiiionl of submarine cruise 
inifsilcs, tile ^Ireiiglhening of 


the Mlnuleraan and Titan mis- 
sile silos to meet the requlre- 
ments of MX intercontinental 
baUlsllc missiles, and the pio- 
ductlon of F-18 fighter-bombers. 

We caenot afford such a des* 
Inictiva deficit. If the 1983 bud- 
get Is put Into effect the entire 
country's economy will suffer 
end attempts to combat unoiu* 
ploymciit will be undermlnod, 
former President Carter lold 
newsmen In Nashvlllo, Teimos- 
see.

'ELDERLY' FISH ONLY! 

Only large fisb are now be- 
ing caiigiil In (he Great Lakes 
of the USA and Canada, re- 
ports the "Franklurler Rund- 
schau" newspaper. But the sci- 
entists are of the opinion that 
the growth acceleration of Rah 
Is due In the Great Lakes to

Kamchentaov wu bis choice 
lor Ihe part nl Thyl and thli woi nol a almple fluke, but the 
dtscovery ol a talauled actor. 

The maddening pace of ''Thyr wet beil aulled to the eclor'i 
paalODBle manner both In real life and on alagn. Kamcheut> 
MV's Thyl was charged with overaowlag energy u he anng, 
laughedi cried and Jumped, all the while rlveltng the 
audiences' attention, In awe and laKlnallon. 

That role only vma enough to place Kanefaentaov among 
Moacow*a acting elite. 

It la hard to Imagine him as a Don Juan although be la a 
hero, be la also a cbarieter hero. Karadientaov thua spoke 
ol hb mnnnen "My aim ta to reveal man as he Is, and 1 want 
in assert the good tound In man by using both uausual and 
Janlaallc methods, t gravitate towards lanlastlc reatbm, yet 
the petlormance naturally must remain tnithiul whatever Ima- 
gery b Involved." 

RMenlly the thealre mounted the poet Andrei Voznesen- 
sky's play "Yunona and Avoa", and during each perlormance 
Karacheulsov, true lo form, goes all oat. 

Karachenbov haa not appeared In many fllnu (Ihe cinema 
b giesl for oae^a popularity), but ha b sIlU snowed under 
ivllb letters (com temale admirers and oftera from directors. 
He b gUlcd ivllb natural grace, and works on his body move- 
ments eonsetousty and dolly fmy mother, a ballet teacher, h 
responsible lor II, ha argues). He himsell sings all hb play 
and Him roles, even though ha lacks musical training and 
therefore dally puls la several hours doing respiratory exer- 
cises. 

The racing pace of hb life Is rellecllbn ol our times, and 
due to the btel that Karachentsov koepi up with (he age 
and lb coulanl changes, this arguably lornu bb greatest at- 
trecllon.

The famous Doma organ In Riga, one of the lar- 
gest In Europe, has remained silent for some time.

The organ was reconstructed and restored many 
times dwing Its long life. It was badly daoingcd 
In the Great Patriotic War. Now Its pipes, bellowa 
and keyboard are In need of radical repair. A 
firm In the Netberlanda which specializes In rosio- 
ration projeeb of ancient orgaru has agreed to pel- 
form this complex task. The famous organ has 6.76R 
pipes— the longest 10 m and the shortest— 30 mllll- 
melrea. 

L^al speclalbb, led by Gunara Dalmanb, are also 
participating In the restoration work. After this 
project Is completed the Doroa organ wtU regain 
ib unique voice sounding exactly as U did during 
past ages.
